A DISABLED woman using a 
mobility scooter has been left 
feeling “violated” after she 
was robbed at knifepoint. 

Sue Pepper, 49, from the 
Lakenheath area, was travelling 
along Dumpling Bridge Lane in 
Lakenheath in her scooter at 
about 1.40pm on Saturday, when 
she was attacked. 

A man approached her from behind 
and threatened her, taking cash from her 
handbag before running off along Hall 
Drive. 

She said: “I had just dropped my 
grandson off at a party and I was on my 
way home when a man came up behind 
me. 

“He held something up to my throat 
and as I put my hand up I felt a knife. 

“He told me to open my handbag and 
then my purse and said “don’t turn 
around”- he was very clever not to touch 
anything or let me see him.” 

Sue had about £500 in her purse to pay 
for her oil central heating, which is paid 
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by cash on delivery, and the thug took all 
of the money. 

She added: “The money was for my 
Christmas heating and I am not going to 
be able to afford to replace it, so I am 
going to have to wait until I get paid next 
month. 

“I was really really scared and now I feel 
completely violated. I am angry at myself 
as well because if I had seen his face I 
would be able to recognise him. 

“Now I can’t bring myself to get back on 
my scooter and go outside - I’m too 
scared.” 

The man is described as white, in his 
late 20s, 5ft llins with stubble and was 
wearing a black hooded jumper, blue 
jeans, white trainers and a silver bracelet. 

Officers want to speak to anyone who 
may have witnessed the robbery or has 
any information about the offender.

Health problem 
inspire Ian, 65, 
to embrace life 
- and run a 


marathon in Da 


A 65-YEAR-OLD who has 
overcome two devastating 
health problems is set to 
strike out on a marathon for 
a special charity. 

Ian Woodroffe, of 
Swaffham Bulbeck, will 
tackle his 12th marathon in 
Dallas, Texas, on December 
4 to raise money for Bliss, 
which works to give babies 
born prematurely or ill the 
support they need to live 
and to reach their potential, 
as well as giving support to 
the children’s families. 

Mr Woodroffe, who 
worked at the neonatal 
intensive care unit at 
Addenbrooke’s for five 
years, said: “I have worked 
closely with them, I see the 
work they do with parents, I 
know the pain the parents 
are going through and how 
they are really supported 
and helped by the work of 
Bliss throughout the UK.” 

He has raised about £50 
so far and hopes to hit the 
£1,000 mark to make a big 
difference to the lives of the 
families helped by Bliss. 

Mr Woodroffe has been 
training for between 20 and 
30 hours a week for the 
marathon, which he will run 
with his two sons, Greg, 35, 
and Daniel, 37, as part of 
his 65th birthday 


celebrations. 

But, another part of the 
reason for setting himself 
the challenge, he said, was 
surviving prostate cancer 
following an operation in 
2009 and then overcoming 
a deep vein thrombosis 
(DVT) in his leg which 
meant he had to be rushed 
to hospital on Christmas 
day last year. 

He said he felt that the 
surgery and DVT did not 
have to put a halt to his life 
- and he signed up for the 
marathon in January this 
year. 

He said: “When you walk 
out of a consulting room 
having been diagnosed with 
prostate cancer, your 
mortality is under the 
microscope and with any 
form of cancer and the 
diagnosis you have, nobody 
knows how much has 
spread where. 

“You have no idea how 
long you will live and at 
that point, it does make you 
think and it makes me want 
to value time. It makes me 
want to value life and 
running a marathon for a 
charity is part of that.”

They have said the extension to the 
Coach House will be in keeping with the 
rest of the building and will not be visible 
from the road.

Woman, 22, jailed for 
waving knife at police 


A WOMAN who con¬ 
fronted two police officers 
in Newmarket while 
brandishing a large knife 
has been jailed. 

Grace fackson, 22, of Exning 
Road in Newmarket, was 
sentenced to a total of six 
months in prison for affray 
and being in possession of a 
bladed article in a public place 
at Ipswich Crown Court last 
Thursday. 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, 
said fackson had been upset 
following a domestic dispute 
on August 14 with another 
woman at a house in Waterloo 
Close, Newmarket, where she 


had been living at the time. 

Police arrived to find 
fackson coming out of the 
front door armed with a 
kitchen knife whose blade was 
between eight and 10 inches 
long. 

Mr Sadd said officers told 
fackson to put down the knife 
but she did not and said she 
would either stab them or 
herself. 

Police efforts to subdue her 
using spray failed and she ran 
off towards a car to which the 
occupant of the house had 
fled and then along the road 
for about 100m, pursued by 
police. 

The officers tried striking 


Jackson on the arm with their 
batons, but she did not drop 
the knife. 

Mr Sadd said it was only 
when police blocked her path 
that was she overpowered and 
handcuffed. 

Joanne Eley, mitigating, said 
despite having a number of 
previous convictions it was the 
first time Jackson had 
appeared at Crown court. 

She said Jackson, who had 
pleaded guilty to the charges 
at an earlier hearing, had been 
feeling unwell and suffered 
sleeplessness awaiting her 
sentencing. Miss Eley added: 
“This has been somewhat of a 
wake-up call.” 


In the past, Jackson’s 
offending had been fuelled by 
drug and alcohol misuse but 
now she is using neither. 

Miss Eley told the court: 
“There is a marked change in 
her behaviour. At 22 there are 
perhaps some signs of 
maturity.” 

Judge Nicholas Philpot told 
Jackson: “I have no concern 
what happened inside the 
house but when it spilled out 
into the open the police had to 
deal with you and a very nasty 
incident took place.” 

He said the police officers 
involved had been put at risk 
of serious injury from the 
knife.

The school will close, alongside St Felix 
Middle School in Fordham Road, as well 
as three more schools in Mildenhall, as 
part of the Suffolk County Council’s 
decision to switch to a two-tier system. 

Alison Swain, head teacher of the 
school, said: “We have been around for 
about 40 years and we didn’t want that to 
go without some kind of recognition. 

“The schools in the area play a 
significant role in the community and we 
feel it is important to mark the closure by 
inviting as many people in the 
community as we can.” 

Activities will include a trip to Thorpe 
Woodlands Adventure Centre, a year 8 
prom, a disco for the younger year 
groups and a celebration day for past and 
present pupils to which people from the 
community will also be invited. 

The school council, made up of a boy 
and girl from each class, has also come 
up with a list of “50 things to do before 
leaving Scaltback Middle School”. 

On the list includes activities such as 
growing a plant from seed, forming a 
human pyramid, mentoring another 
pupil and eating something they have 
never tried before. 

Mrs Swain added: “It will be a very sad 
and emotional time, but we are very 
proud of our school and what we have 
achieved over the years. 

“It is a lovely place to be with a positive 
atmosphere so it will be good to be able 
to mark its closure with a big 
celebration.” 


SOS! More help 
needed on bus 


VOLUNTEERS are desper¬ 
ately needed to keep the 
Newmarket SOS Bus going. 

The bus offers help to people 
at risk in Newmarket’s High 
Street on Saturday nights outside 
the Post Office. 

Currently it operates with a 
minimum of two volunteers plus 
two from St John Ambulance who 
can provide medical care, but 
more help is needed. 

There are a few volunteers 
working most weekends, so new 
team members would provide 
them with some much-needed 
time off. 

The plea comes as figures from 
the police show the amount of 
crime in the town has dropped 
since the bus arrived on the High 
Street two years ago. 

Neil Ireland, local policing 
commander for Forest Heath, 
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said: “The role of the volunteers 
is vital. They offer a superb and 
totally unique service. 

“Since last year, the amount of 
public disorder and harassment 
cases in Newmarket have 
dropped by over 25 per cent and 
reported violence against a 
person has dropped by three per 
cent.” 

The amount of serious 
violence in a public place 
connected to drink or drugs 
within Forest Heath has also 
dropped by about 25 per cent, 
from 120 reported incidents last 
year to 89 this year. 

Insp Ireland added: “These 
figures give us a real indication of 
the night-time economy and they 


show that we are not getting the 
levels of crime that we used to. 

“The role of the bus is vital. We 
have seen a huge drop in crime 
and that is down to the team 
effort of the town pastors, 
emergency services, the NHS and 
the volunteers on the SOS Bus.” 

Sue McAllister, project officer 
for the bus, said: “We offer 
training in lots of areas 
volunteers may be interested in 
and provide a range of services 
giving people help and 
information or just talking to 
them and listening to their 
problems.

A WOMAN has raised about £800 
for the Royal British Legion this 
year by hand-making hundreds of 
badges, keyrings and bookmarks. 

Lee Appleyard, 40, of Beck 
Row, spent two months crafting 
some 490 items including poppy 
and jelly baby brooches and 
keyrings, phone charms and 
bookmarks, which have been on 
sale in Mildenhall’s Sainsbury’s, 
where she works.

Have your say on 
bus funding cuts 


A CONSULTATION on 
the removal of sub¬ 
sidised bus service 
funding is being carried 
out by Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

The council decided in 
February to remove the 
£2.7m it spends on 
subsidising bus journeys over 
the next four years which, it 
said, would probably lead to 
some services being 
withdrawn. 

In a letter sent to people 
living in Cambridgeshire, Cllr 
Mac McGuire, the council’s 
deputy leader and cabinet 
member for community 
engagement, said about 80 
per cent of the county’s bus 
services receive no subsidy, 
but the council steps in for 
some services which do not 
run commercially. 

Bus services between

Newmarket and Dullingham, 
Ashley, Isleham and Ely are 
among those which currently 
receive council subsidy. 

Cllr McGuire wrote: “This 
review is being carried out as 
part of this year’s budget 
planning process, ensuring 
that we consult widely, seek 
views on not only the 
principle of making the cuts 
but also on the impact of 
specific route changes. 

“We are also looking back 
at the routes that have 
already been cut, gathering 
feedback on how this has 
impacted communities in 
these areas.” 

The consultation question¬ 
naire asks people what would 
encourage them to use buses 
more, what the effect on 


them would be if the bus 
service they use most was no 
longer available and what 
they use the service for. 

It also covers the impact of 
the subsidised bus services 
withdrawn in April and 
which of the council’s other 
services should be 
considered for savings. 

The council is also working 
with businesses, local 
councils and others through 
its Cambridgeshire Future 
Transport initiative to find 
other ways of delivering 
public transport, which could 
result in the provision of 
more community transport, 
for example. 

Speaking of the back¬ 
ground and the reason for 
the consultation on the 
review, a spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council said: “It’s basically 
because we were subject to 


an application for judicial 
review of the situation and 
meanwhile the Cambridge¬ 
shire Future Transport 
initiative has gained momen¬ 
tum, with pilots being 
launched next month, which 
is aimed at replacing, 
wherever possible, sub¬ 
sidised public transport 
routes.” 

The council plans to save 
around £540m in five years 
and the spokesman said 
while the council’s financial 
situation had not changed 
the consultation and review 
of the decision was not a box¬ 
ticking exercise.

S AM Norman 
can’t help but 
smile proudly 
as she talks about 
her five-month-old 
daughter Mia. “She’s 
such a good girl,” 
she beams, “and 
quite a determined 
little thing.” 

Just five weeks ago, 
Mia, from Newmarket, 
underwent a four-hour 
operation at 
Addenbrooke’s to 
improve her cleft lip and 
palate, a condition she 
was born with. 

It was at the 20-week 
scan that Sam, 33, and 
her husband James, 35, 
were told their first child 
had a cleft. “They picked 
it up on the scan and we 
didn’t really understand 
what it was,” she says. 
“The most I knew about 
it was someone I went to 
school with had it. I 
thought it was quite a 
rare thing but I now 
know around one in 600 
babies are born every 
year in the UK with a 
cleft lip or palate, or 
both.” 

As well as the cleft lip, 
later scans found that 
Mia also had a cleft 
palate. “We were hoping 
that it would just be the 
lip,” remembers Sam. 

“It was really 
upsetting. Obviously you 
want your baby to be fine

and initially I thought 
‘what did I do wrong?’, 
but I’ve been reassured 
there’s nothing I could 
have done.” 

A cleft is a gap in the 
lip or mouth that arises 
in the early stages of 
pregnancy, when the face 
of a baby developing in 
the womb doesn’t join up 
properly. It can affect just 
the mouth or palate or, 
like in Mia’s case, both. 

Although Sam is 
grateful they found out 
about Mia’s condition 
before she was born, she 
admits it did have a 
negative effect on the 
pregnancy. 

“I think the doctors 
have to prepare you for 
the worst,” she says. “The 
pregnancy was nice, 
albeit, and I hate using 
this word, tarnished by 
all the worry of what was 
going to happen when 
she was born. I think you 
put yourself in a position 
where you can only 
expect the worst and 
then when she was born 
we were so delighted 
because it wasn’t 
anything like we thought 
it was going to be.” 

The couple were told 
Mia would need at least 
three operations to 
correct her clefts - one to 
improve her lip and nose, 


a second on her palate, 
which she will undergo in 
January next year, and a 
third when she is nine or 
JO years old. 

Because she only has a 
third of her hard palate 
and none of her soft 
palate, the left side of her 
nose was flat, as there 
was no palate to support 
it. So the first of the 
operations, which was 
carried out at 
Addenbrooke’s last 
month, was to improve 
her nose and lip. “It was 
the longest four hours of 
my life but we knew she 
was in good hands,” says 
Sam. 

“She had been having 
difficulty breathing 
before tire operation and, 
with the palate missing, 
the milk tends to come 
back up as well, so we 
have special bottles for 
her. She had to stay in 
hospital for four days, but 
it actually wasn’t as a 
horrendous experience 
as I thought it was going 
to be. 

“There were three of us 
on the ward with children 
with cleft lip or palate 
and they were all done on 
the same day. It’s 
incredible what they did. 
They pulled everything 
together and worked on 
it layer by layer, so they 
did the nerve endings, 
the muscle fibres then 
the skin layers. 

Everything was there, it 


just hadn’t formed 
together. If you look 
closely at her you can see 
the scar, it’s hairline 
where they’ve pulled it 
altogether and stitched. 
It’s amazing really.” 

After her time in 
hospital, the family 
returned to their home 
for Mia to recover. “She 
was confused and clearly 
in pain as the anaesthetic 
and morphine came out 
of her system,” explains 
Sam. “It was a lot for her 
to go through but I have 
to look at it that she 
doesn’t understand 
what’s going on.” 

Mia’s second 
operation, to repair her 
palate, will take place in 
January. “That’s the one 
I’m dreading,” says Sam. 
“We have another pre¬ 
admission appointment 
at Addenbrooke’s where 
they will explain the 
operation in full, but I’m 
told they use skin grafts 
from within the mouth. 

“Now she’s had the first 
op I do feel a bit more 
reassured but I don’t 
want her to have to go 
through it all. The first 
one was bad enough, but 
this one sounds even 
more complex and if it 
doesn’t go quite right in 
terms of her speech, it 
might need to be done 
again.” 

Although Mia is doing 
well after her first 
operation, her mum and

dad know that she still has 
a long way to go. “It fills 
me with dread,” says Sam. 
“I worry about the 
operation she’ll have when 
she’s a little girl because 
she’s going to understand 
that something’s not right 
and she will be scared. But 
then I have to look at it 
that this is cosmetic, it’s 
not an operation where, 
thank God, there’s a severe 
effect of her health, it’s not 
a hole in the heart, and 
that’s what I have to keep 
thinking. But at the end of 
the day she’s my little girl 
and I don’t want her to 
have to go through it all.” 

Mia has a 20-year care 
plan with the cleft team at 
Addenbrooke’s and, when 
she’s 16, if she isn’t happy 
with the shape of her nose 
or lip, she can have more 
treatment. “I think that’s 
incredible,” says Sam. 
“Daddy and I both have 
quite big noses so she’s not 
going to have the Norman 
nose!” 

Sam and James have 
found support not only 
from their friends and 
family but also the team at 
Addenbrooke’s and The 
Cleft Lip & Palate 
Association (CLAPA). 
“CLAPA in particular were 
amazing because they put 
us in touch with other 
people who have 
experienced the same,” 
explains Sam. “That was 
really helpful because we 
didn’t have a clue; we 
didn’t know what this was 
going to entail. Once the 
medical side was 
explained you’re left with 
the emotional side and 
that was where CLAPA 
came in.” 

The couple were put in 
touch with a family who 
also have a daughter with 
a cleft lip and palate. “We 
met them and I asked the 
mum things on the 
emotional side and things 
about the operation that I 
need to know and that 
helped no end. 

“James really struggled 
with it when we found out 
and he felt he couldn’t 
show me that he was upset 
because he wanted to be 
strong for me. I think he 
felt that the mum gets 
more support over the 


music 
nights in 

Cambridge as part of the 
HouseOlogy group, 
organised a ball last 
month at Anglia Ruskin 
University to raise money 
for CLAPA. 

The couple would also 
be happy to meet other 
families who find 
themselves going through 
the same thing and are 
looking for advice. “It 
helped us so much to talk 
to the family we were put 
in touch with, we’d be 
happy to speak to 
anyone,” says Sam. 

It’s possible in the future 
that Mia’s cleft could affect 
her hearing and her teeth. 
“She could get glue ear so 
she might need to have a 
gromit fitted,” explains 
Sam. “She’ll have crooked 
teeth up until the 
operation when she’s nine 
or 10 because they have to 
let the baby teeth grow 
through, and then she can 
have the operation. They 
will take bone marrow 
from her hip to form a 
gum.” 

Doctors cannot tell 
James and Sam why Mia 
developed cleft lip and 
palate, and a genetics test 
has revealed that if the 
couple have a second 
baby, there is a 5-25 per 
cent chance that child 
would also have a cleft. “It 
has put us off having more 
children and I know it 
shouldn’t because it’s not 
life-threatening, but it is a 
lot to go through. We feel 
we were quite lucky in that 
Mia’s cleft wasn’t as severe 
as we thought it was going 


to be, but it could be a lot 
worse, and to be honest 
it’s just a risk that we don’t 
want to take.” 

Although Sam admits 
she has found the first 
operation difficult, and 
knows Mia has more 
treatment to go through, 
she says she couldn’t 
imagine not giving 
consent for her daughter 
to be treated. “There were 
a couple of times when I 
looked at her and thought 
‘she’s so beautiful, I don’t 
want her to go through it’, 
but that would be so cruel. 

“You’ve got to think 
about them as they’re 
getting older and going to 
school. And on health 
grounds, without her 
palate being fixed she 
would always have 
problems with her 
breathing and eating.” 

Sam and James have 
lots of photos of Mia taken 
before the first operation 
and Sam says that when 
she is old enough they will 
explain everything about 
her first few years. “We’re 
just going to tell her how it 
is,” smiles Sam. “We want 
her to know that this is a 
part of her life, how proud 
we are of her and how 
brave she was. All little 
kids have a story, and this 
will be hers.”

Volunteers branch out for old oaks 


VOLUNTEERS kicked off work to 
prolong the lives of 200 veteran oak 
trees in Beck Row on Saturday. 

People gathered at the Aspal 
Close nature reserve to make a 
start on work to protect the roots of 
some of the most vulnerable trees 
on the 50-acre site. 

Their efforts represent the first 
phase of a preservation project 
which will span years.

Civilian staff 



A TOTAL of 21 US civilian staff are 
set to lose their jobs at the American 
air bases in Mildenhall and Laken- 
heath. 

About 9,000 civilian positions are being 
cut from the US Air Force around the 
world, with 11 jobs set to go at RAF 
Lakenheath and 10 at RAF Mildenhall. 

Another 25 positions at RAF Mildenhall 
which are currently vacant will not be 
filled. 

Michael B Donley, secretary of the US 
Air Force, said business as usual was not 
an option. He said: “We are making 
difficult choices about how to deliberately 
restructure the force and will continue to 
look for new ways of accomplishing the 
mission. We can’t afford business as usual.” 

Last year, Mr Donley ordered growth in 
the civilian workforce should not exceed 
that in the 2010 fiscal year, following which 
a strategic review of the Air Force’s civilian 
workforce was carried out. 

It has been decided about 5,900 
additional staff are needed in areas 
including intelligence, surveillance and 
reconnaissance, while it was felt that 
approximately 9,000 roles in areas

Col Scott Benza, 48th mission support 
group commander, said Lakenheath was 
not immune to the changes. He added:

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GARDENING 


Profit by turning 
over old leaves 


A FTER the spectacular 
display of reds, oranges 
and yellows from the 
autumn leaves thanks to an 
unusually warm spell, it’s time 
to rake them up for recycling. 

You may have seen the end of the 
visual brilliance of the autumn leaves, 
but their value doesn’t end there. 

While many people might question 
the point of raking leaves at all if they 
are going to decompose anyway, 
especially in a woodland garden, 
don’t forget the more fragile 
specimens which are so often planted 
underneath the trees, such as 
herbaceous plants and pint-sized 
bulbs, which could be smothered by 
the thick blanket of leaves. 

So dust off that rake and put your 
eco-friendly hat on by making 
leafmould, a humus-rich soil 
conditioner which makes a good 
mulch for beds and borders, although 
it provides few nutrients. Richer 
leafmoulds can be made by adding a 
few grass clippings. 

It is ideal used as a mulch to 
suppress weeds and, while it doesn’t 
have much nutritious value, it will be 
taken down by worms into the soil 
which will improve its texture. 

Fallen leaves can be stored in a

wire mesh bin, or packed into black 
polythene sacks which have been 
perforated to allow air in. 

The bags can be tied up and placed 
in the comer of the garden, where the 
leaves will decompose and can be 
used the following spring. Leaves 
which are left in open bins may take 
longer to decompose. 

It’s best to collect the leaves after it 
has rained, to ensure good 
decomposition. 

If you haven’t got a leaf vacuum 
which can suck them up and shred 
them, a quick way of collecting them 
from the lawn is to use a lawnmower, 
which will shred leaves and add grass 
at the same time. 

Shredding will speed up the decay 
of tougher leaves such as horse 
chestnut, sweet chestnut and 
sycamore. 

Thick evergreen leaves such as 


holly and cherry laurel need to be 
shredded and added to the normal 
compost heap. Pine needles break 
down extremely slowly - it may take 
three years before they are fully 
decomposed and ready to use, but 
they are good to use on acid-loving 
plants. 

For the best leafmould, use leaves 
from hornbeam, oak and beech, 
leaving them for at least a year before 
using. If you leave them for two years 
or more, you should be left with a 
very fine cmmbly leafmould that can 
be used as a potting compost. 

Of course, there are many other 
soil improvers you can use. 

Many gardeners make their own 
compost, while others splash out at 
garden centres on spent mushroom 
compost, horse manure and 
composted green waste. 

Adding these bulky organic 
nutrients will boost your soil and 
should improve crops and give you 
better quality plants. 

Add blood, fish and bone to new 
planting holes or dig it into a new 
border or between plants in an 
existing one to give the soil a boost of 
nitrogen and phosphates. 

Working in plenty of goodness to 
your soil now will reap you great 
harvests in the coming year.

Tidy tips for winter gardens 


■ Prepare for winter 
winds by removing 
decaying branches on 
established trees. 

■ Protect newly planted 
evergreens with a 
temporary windbreak. 

■ Group containers for 
mutual protection over 
winter, wrapping up 
vulnerable pots and 
plants. 

■ Keep planting bare-root 


fruit trees and bushes. 

■ Ventilate the 
greenhouse on sunny 
days. 

■ Check around globe 
artichokes for signs of 
suckers and detach any 
you find and pot them up 
to increase stocks. 

■ Pinch out the growing 
tips of young fuchsias 
grown from cuttings taken 
in late summer. 


■ Spike lawns with a 
hollow-tined aerator and 
brush grit into the holes 
to improve drainage. 

■ Cover cold frames with 
old carpet or horticultural 
fleece on cold nights. 

■ Use a net to remove

Previously known 
as the Megacity Vehicle, it is 
the BMW Group’s first 
series-produced all-electric 
car. 

It focuses squarely on the 
mobility challenges in urban 
areas and, as the first 
premium electric vehicle, 
reinvents the hallmark BMW 
attributes for the future. 

Driven purely by electric 
power and purpose-built to 
meet the demands of 
sustainable and emission- 
free mobility, it embodies an 
intelligent form of urban 
transportation and 

commuting. 

The BMW i3’s innovative 
LifeDrive architecture ren¬ 
ders the BMW i3 Concept 
light, safe, spacious and 
dynamic. 

Innovative use of 
materials and intelligent 
lightweight design, more¬ 
over, not only enable the i3 
Concept to travel long 
distances on a single charge 
and provide superb safety in 
the event of a collision, they 


also help give the car its 
excellent driving dynamics. 

The electric motor over 
the rear axle - which 
generates output of 
125kW/170hp and impress¬ 
ive torque of 250Nm (184 lb- 
ft) from a standstill - and a 
small turning circle com¬ 
bine to deliver pleasingly 
crisp driving characteristics. 

The BMW i3 Concept 
accelerates from 0 to 62mph 
in less than eight seconds. 

The so-called Life module 
conjures up a feeling of 
space inside the car more 
generous than even the 
latest conversion vehicles 
can offer. 

Select materials lend the 
open and airy cabin a 
lounge-like character. 

The use of renewable raw 
materials is another defin¬ 
ing characteristic of the 
interior, offering passengers 
a further means of “exper¬ 
iencing” the sustainability of 
the vehicle. 

Meanwhile, the BMW i8 
Concept and the fascinating 
approach that underpins it 
embody the vision of a 
sustainable contemporary 
sports car brought to life. 

Its innovative plug-in 
hybrid concept combines

Working in tandem, they 
allow the two drive systems 
to display their respective 
talents to the full, delivering 
the performance of a sports 
car but the fuel consump¬ 
tion of a small car.

Thanks to its large 
lithium-ion battery, which 
can be charged from a 
domestic power supply, the 
BMW i8 Concept can travel 
up to 20 miles on electric 
power alone. 

Added to which, the 2+2- 
seater offers enough space 
for four people, giving it a 
high level of everyday 
practicality.

THE turnaround at 
Jaguar continues with 
the unveiling of the 
XKR-S Convertible - the 
most powerful and 
fastest open-topped GT 
Jaguar has ever built. 

The latest stunner conies as 
Jaguar Land Rover said that 
booming demand in China 
has helped drive a 30 per cent 
sales hike. 

The Midlands-based manu¬ 
facturer, owned by Indian 
company Tata Motors, said 
revenues hit £2.9 billion in the 
three months to September 
30. 

It benefited from strong 
demand for the recently 
launched Range Rover 
Evoque and a version of the 
Jaguar XF with a 2.2-litre 
diesel engine. Pre-tax profits 
rose 9 per cent to £287 
million. 

Retail sales in China soared 
87 per cent, with Range 
Rovers and a Jaguar XJ model 
with a 3.0-litre engine proving 
popular among the country’s 
burgeoning middle class. 
Sales in Russia were up 6 per 
cent. 

In the UK, retail sales were 
up J per cent, as a rise in sales 
at Land Rover offset a fall at 
Jaguar. 

Meanwhile the XKR-S 
Convertible’s supercharged 


AJ-V8 GENIII petrol engine 
produces 545bhp (405kW) 
and 5021b/ft (680Nm) but just 
292g/km of C02. The XKR-S 
Convertible has a top speed 
J86mph and a 0-60mph time 
of 4.2 seconds. 

The XKR-S Convertible 
embodies all the char¬ 
acteristics that have always 
defined legendary Jaguar GTs 
- explosive performance, 
involving handling, relaxed 
comfort and discreet luxury - 
while taking Jaguar into a new 
performance echelon. 

The new XKR-S model line¬ 
up sits at the pinnacle of the 
XK range, which now consists 
of XK, XKR and XKR-S 
derivatives in coupe and 
convertible format. 

“There is nothing as

The building block for the 
car’s explosive performance is 
its uprated version of the 5.0- 
litre supercharged AJ-V8 
engine. The 545bhp (405kW) 
and 5021b/ft (680Nm) of 
torque represent a power 
increase of 8 per cent and 
torque increase of 9 per cent 
over the Jaguar XKR. 

The rear wheels are driven

Differential. 

Underpinning this potent 
performance is a com¬ 
prehensive package of 
suspension upgrades which 
refine the XK’s dynamic 
abilities still further, creating 
an intimate connection 
between the car, the driver 
and the road, enhanced still 
further in the open-topped 
GT.

I’ll hit back - Huff 



ROB Huff missed out on the World 
Touring Car Championship by just three 
points despite two magnificent wins in 
Macau on Sunday. 

The 31-year-old Newmarket-based 
driver did all he could do to grab the title 
from Chevrolet team-mate Yvan Muller, 
but his rival’s 20-point lead going into 
the final weekend on the infamous Guia 
street circuit proved too much to 
overcome. 

But going so close to winning the title 
has fuelled Huff’s belief that he can lift 
the WTCC crown, and he is confident of 
mounting another strong challenge next 
year. 

“To come here and get two wins is very 
pleasing,” he said. 

“Obviously, I’m disappointed I didn’t 
get the championship but I’m very happy 
with the weekend as a whole. 

“To have five wins in four years here 
and be the first person to win two races 
around Macau is great. I couldn’t have 
done any better, the rest was out of my 
hands. 

“I did what I needed to do but Yvan 
did a good job, as he’s done all year, to 
win the championship.” 

Huff’s double win caps a season in 
which he has claimed eight victories, 
equalling the record for the number of 
race wins in a single WTCC season, 
appeared on the podium at every event 
and claimed points in every race of the 
season. 

“It’s been a fantastic weekend to end a 
fantastic year,” he said. “They say 
consistency wins championships, and I 
claimed points in every single race this 
season but still haven’t claimed the title.” 

Huff claimed a lights-to-flag victory in 
race one, having secured pole position on 
Friday, and with Muller finishing second 
the Frenchman’s lead was reduced to 13 
points.

Huff had to battle past Franz Engstler, 
Michel Nikjaer and Tom Coronel to win 
race two but Muller, needing to finish 
fifth or higher to win the title, crossed 
the line in third. 

“It was incredibly close and even on 
the basis that our car has been the 
strongest all year it was a very tall order 
to come here 20 points off and win the 
championship,” said Huff.. 

“I’m looking forward to next year and 
having an even stronger year. Each year I 


get stronger and stronger and am totally 
happy with the car. 

“The guy who beat me to the 
championship has been considered the 
best touring car driver in the world for 
the last five years and I have given him 
the closest fight he’s ever had. 

“I’m very happy with that. It’s been a 
continual growth over the last four years 
and if I can continue that next year I 
think I’ll be unstoppable.” 

New champion Muller also believes it 


is only a matter of time before Huff 
finally takes the championship. 

“Rob made it very hard work for me,” 
he said. “He had a season that perhaps 
also deserves to win a championship. I 
would say he’s definitely a future drivers’ 
champion, but I don’t plan on letting him 
win the title any time soon.”
